very few sunshiny days explains the 
very small acreage planted to date in 
fall grains. 
In tin1 Oklaunion country 
—-•probably the greatest what growing 
section in this part of the state 
little 
has been planted, and the farmers have 
been unable to break their land in prep­ 
aration for planting, says Lon Byars, 
who was 
in Vernon Wednesday, 
Im­ 
mediately 
following 
harvest. 
the 
ground was. in some eases, too bard and 
dry to plow, and when the rain did 
start it has not stopped very long at a 
time. 
Mr. Byars is not particularly pes­ 
simistic over tile grain situation, how­ 
ever. as he maintains that wheat sow­ 
ed any time up to Christmas will make 
with little reduction in the yield. 
‘•Farmers should have little fear of 
their crops freezing iii a wet winter 
like this one promises to ire, and I have 
known good crops to he harvested from 
fields planted even after Christmas." 
he says. 
Mr. Byars is a pioneer citi­ 
zen of this county aud is one of the 
most suooesaful grain farmers in the 
State. 
The Oklaunion 
man stated 
that a 
number of hi- neighbors are planning to 
plant grain between the cotton rows as 
soon as they can get that crop out of 
the way 
Mr. Byars i- in accord with a nun)lier 
of others in expressing a fear that the 
acreage planed in grain and feedstuffs 
next year will he reduced in favor of 
Cotton. Tilt* weather right at tim time 
to plant small grain is unfavorable aud. 
will likely discourage 
many farmers 
from planting what they formerly plan­ 
ned. 
Added to this, is tho trouble the 
farmers have had in marketing their 
IMH grain. 
On the other hand, cotton 
is bringing a higher price than was 
ever known in Hi is country. 
Those expressing such apprehension 
arc reminded that such a plan will mean 
an economic loss, iii that the result will 
tic an over supply of cotton, resulting in 
a low price, and a shortage of feed. The 
result is, they say, feed and food may 
he even higher and tile money realized 
from c o t t o n—the available funds for 
expenditure—will he less.
